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Continuation of 5. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that there is no advantages 
to be gained by combining Lewin's teaching with Bohn because Bohn already soves his problem through multiplexing technologies. The 
Examiner disagrees. Since Etherenet interfaces are popularly equipped in most home and office computers, using Ethernet interfaces in 
the data communication system of Bohn et al. simplifies interface design and does not require additional adapters. Also, the fact that Bohn 
has solves his problem does not prohibit modification to the data communication system of Bohn et al. to gain other advantages. Applicant 
argues that Examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning. In response, it must be recognized that 
any judgement on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning.
